Two charged with 
murder conspiracy 

THE murder enquiry into the death of Catherine 
Wells-Burr, from Chard, which has shocked the 
whole of South Somerset, took a dramatic twist 
this week. 

Miss Wells-Burr's boyfriend, 31-year-old Rafal 
Novak, was charged on Tuesday night with con¬ 
spiracy to murder and has been remanded in cus¬ 
tody to appear at Bristol Crown Court on October 
9th. 

A 32-year-old woman has also appeared before 
magistrates charged with conspiracy to murder a 
woman whose body was found in a burning car 
near llminster. 

The body of Miss Wells-Burr was found in her car 
on September 12th off the A358 near Ashill. 

Anna Julia Lagwinowicz was charged with con¬ 
spiring with others to murder the Bath Spa Univer¬ 
sity graduate. 

The defendant, of South Street, Taunton, ap¬ 
peared at Bristol Magistrates' Court. 

She spoke only to confirm her name, age and ad¬ 
dress during a brief hearing before magistrates 
and was remanded in custody.

Tribute to a great Scouting matriarch 


FAMILY, friends and colleagues 
of a much loved Scout leader, 
Dawn Wines, celebrated her life at 
a thanksgiving service in the Min¬ 
ster, Ilminster on Friday. 

As District Commissioner for 
South Somerset Scouts, Mrs Wines 
was responsible for the Scout 
Groups across the Chard, Crewk- 
erne and Ilminster area , including 
Ilton, Hinton St George and Buck- 
land St Mary. 

She was passionate about keep¬ 
ing the movement alive by inspir¬ 
ing the next generation and had 
recently been involved in recruit¬ 
ing more leaders to retain the 
Manor Court and Tatworth 
Beavers and Cubs. 

Her dedication earned her the 
Il min ster Citizen of the Year award 
in 2009 which she was delighted to 
receive alongside Elvis (firefighter 
Barry Pauli). 

Mrs Wines had also been a 
teaching assistant at both Holyrood 
and Wadham schools. She loved 
working with young people and 
even while battling her illness, al¬ 
ways had smile for the youngsters 
in her care. 

She passed away peacefully on 
August 30th from cancer, leaving 
her husband Robin and two 
daughters Robyn and Alice. 

Assistant District Commissioner 
Heather North of Ilminster Cubs 
(Baloo), had worked with Mrs 
Wines for 34 years and said: 
“Dawn was a true friend and an in¬ 
spiration. Her knowledge of so 
many things will be greatly 
missed. Over the 30 or so years 
that I knew Dawn, she taught me 
so much and with each year we 
grew closer and a real friendship 
blossomed. 

“Dawn would greet each new 
cub with so much enthusiasm and 
help them to develop into individ¬ 
uals with many coming back to do 
their Duke of Edinburgh Award. 
Parents were encouraged to help at 
activities and new leaders were al¬ 
ways made welcome and helped to 
complete their training. 

“Her family always came first 
but Scouting was in Dawn’s blood

and we will endeavour to do her 
proud in Ilminster and continue the 
Scouting she was always so proud 
to be involved in. 

“I will miss my friend so much- 
but she will always hold a special 
place in my heart.” 

Representatives from each of the 
Scout groups attended the service 
along with family and the many 
friends within the communities she 
had touched. 

The service of thanksgiving was 
conducted by the Reverend Rachel 
Hope and Methodist Minister John 
Leach .There was a retiring collec¬ 
tion for South Somerset Scouts 
and Macmillan nurses. 

Assistant district commissioner 
Kym Toms, speaking in the church 
said: ’’Dawn started out as a guide, 
then became an assistant Cub 
Scout leader at 1st Beer in 1969 
which she left at the end of 1971 to 
move to Ilminster and marry 
Robin, her lifelong partner. 

“She started to help out at 1st 
Chard Scout Group and was then 
persuaded by the district commis¬ 
sioner to become Akela of 1st 
Ilminster in 1973. With her Cubs, 
she would take them to Herne Hill 
to build fires and cook sausages 
and camps at Halstock where they 
would spend hours stargazing. 

“Some of her proudest moments 
must have been when she received 
her silver acorn in 2010, in recog¬ 
nition of especially distinguished 
service and when her two darling 
daughters became Cub leaders and 
gained their wood beads in 2010 
and 2012 respectively. 

“Dawn was an inspiration to 
many young people during her 50 
years in scouting. If everyone 
adopted the spirit of scouting, the 
world would truly be a better 
place.” 

Robyn Wines also spoke at the 
service. She said: “One of mum’s 
favourite moments was when old 
Cubs or pupils approached her in 
town. The conversation always 
started ‘Akela I bet you don’t re¬ 
member me’. She loved hearing

their memories of their adventures 
with her at Cubs. 

“She did start getting embar¬ 
rassed about her age when they 
began saying their grandchildren 
were just enrolling in Cubs.” 

After the service Alice Wines 
said: “Mum has touched so many 
lives, from the people she worked 
with and the children she volun¬ 
teered with, to the lone man on the 
London Underground that no one 
else but Mum would chat to. She 
lived each day thinking about and 
helping others. 

“I have so many good memories 
of Mum, from watching her cook 
in the kitchen, shopping together 
to family holidays, these are mem¬ 
ories that I will treasure. 

“There are too many people to 
thank individually, however, we 
would like to thank all the people 
that supported us and mum while 
she was ill. We would like to thank 
the people who have got in touch 
since and the individuals who 
helped to arrange the service, we 
really appreciate it all.”

She will appear next at Bristol 
Crown Court. 

Novak, a former partner of Lag- 
winowicz, worked with Miss Wells- 
Burr at Numatic International in 
Chard. 

A 38-year-old man arrested in con¬ 
nection with the murder has been 
released on bail pending further en¬ 
quiries. 

Police now believe that Catherine 
was murdered before she was put in 
the car. 

Detective Chief Inspector Simon 
Crisp, who is leading the investiga¬ 
tion, said: 

"We are in possession of informa¬ 
tion that leads us to strongly sus¬ 
pect that Catherine didn't die in the 
fire. 

"We believe she was murdered in 
the early hours of last Wednesday 
morning and she was transported 
to the scene of the fire, which was lit 
at about 6am. 

"We are really keen to speak to 
anybody who may have seen 
Catherine's car, which was also 
transported at the same time. 

"We think potentially that car was 
in the company of another vehicle 
around the Chard area in the very 
early hours, travelling around Chard 
along the A358 to Ashill. 

"Although two people have been 
charged, this investigation is still 
very much ongoing 

"I have appealed to members of 
the public on a number of occasions 
and would once again urge you to 
take your mind back to the morning 
of September 12th. 

"Did you see a red Ford Focus, five 
door hatch back, in company with 
another vehicle between the hours 
of 3am and 6am, using the roads 


between Chard and Ashill (the 
A358)? 

"Even you if you have the smallest 
piece of information or think it's not 
relevant, please let us decide. Your 
information will be treated in confi¬ 
dence." 

Known to friends as 'Caf,' Cather¬ 
ine, 23, lived in Chard with her par¬ 
ents and sister Leanne, the family 
released the following statement: 
"We have lost our beautiful Cather¬ 
ine; she was full of character, she 
was caring, loving, and had a bub¬ 
bly personality. She had a wonder¬ 
ful sense of humour, and was an 
amazing, special person. 

"Catherine had achieved so much 
in her short life and had worked so 
hard to gain her Bachelor of Hon¬ 
ours in Business Management, gain¬ 
ing a 1 st class degree from Bath Spa 
University. 

"We would like to express thanks 
for all the messages of sympathy 
and support, we have found some 
comfort in all the kind and thought¬ 
ful words that have been said about 
Catherine and in knowing how well 
she was loved. She will be sadly 
missed. 

"Our beautiful Catherine was in¬ 
spirational to so many people and 
touched their hearts. 

"We are so shocked, devastated 
and disappointed by the recent de¬ 
velopments. 

"Our aim is now to seek justice for 
Catherine." 

"We would like to thank Cath and 
Mark (Yeovil CID), Hilary and Chris 
(Family Liaison Officers) for their 
care, support and understanding."

MERRIOTT girl Jade Pitman is 
gearing up for the end of Septem¬ 
ber after landing a place at 
Mountview Academy of Theatre 
Arts in London, one of the UK’s 
top theatre schools, which has 
Dame Judi Dench as its president. 

Jade, now 19, is excited at the 
prospect of taking up her place, one 
of only 40 vied for by 1,500 eager 
students. She will be studying for a 
BA honours degree in musical the¬ 
atre. 

Jade went to school at St Martins 
in Crewkerne, followed by The 
Park in Yeovil and then studied her 
passion for theatre at The Space in 
Taunton for two years, failing to get 
a place at Mountview at her first at¬ 
tempt. Not wanting to lose momen¬ 
tum for her dream of the stage, Jade 
has spent the last year at the Per¬ 
formance Preparation Academy in 
Guildford which focuses on prepar¬ 


ing students for auditions. 

She said: “PPA brings you back 
down to earth, everyone has their 
head screwed on and knows the in¬ 
dustry, they get you ready for inter¬ 
views and auditions. When I first 
found out I’d got my place at 
Mountview it was surreal. It’s 
somewhere I have wanted to go 
since I was 14 and I didn’t think it 
was going to happen, then I heard I 
had made it to the top of the list. I 
am very grateful to mum and dad 
and my brother Ben and John, my 
singing teacher, who have all given 
me a huge amount of support.” 

I used to say I wanted to be in the 
West End but PPA teach you how 
hard it is and keep your feet on the 
ground, now I am just enjoying 
performing. My ideal part would be 
Eponine in Les Mis or Sophia in 
Mama Mia, that’s one of the char¬ 
acters I feel I could just be without 


having to try too hard.” 

Jade’s singing teacher, John 
Clarke, from The Singing Studio in 
Yeovil, said: “Jade started singing 
with me at the age of 14. Very 
quickly she established herself as a 
determined, hard-working and con¬ 
scientious student. The country’s 
foremost theatrical newspaper, The 
Stage, has recently reported that it 
is now harder to obtain a place in a 
London theatre school than to get 
into Oxbridge. 

“It is easy to underestimate what 
Jade has achieved by attaining a 
place at Mountview but it is no less 
an achievement than one of the 
young British Olympians when 
they made the team. Jade repre¬ 
sents this country’s young talent, 
the training of whom is so vital to 
ensure the immensely high stan¬ 
dard of this country-s performance 
arts, arguably the best in the

ture on September 24th and said : 
“My advice to others would be if you 
really want it don’t give up, as much 
rejection as you are undoubtedly 
going to get, you have to grow a hard 
skin.”

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Restaurant fined £10,000 
after illegal workers found 


CREWKERNE restaurant Bengal Fu¬ 
sion has received a civil penalty of 
£10,000 after the UK Border Agency 
found two illegal workers employed 
there in January. 

Immigration officers raided the 
restaurant in Market Square on January 
5th and arrested two members of staff 
from Bangladesh. Immigration checks 
revealed that the men, aged 47 and 48, 
had stayed in the UK illegally after their 
visas expired. 

The restaurant was issued with a po¬ 
tential fine notice for employing illegal 
workers and given an opportunity to 
prove that the correct right-to-work 
checks were made before the men were 
taken on. They failed to do so and have 
been handed the hefty fine. 

Kenny Chapman, from the South 
West local immigration team of the UK 
Border Agency, said: “Employers are 
responsible for carrying out document 
checks and we work with businesses to 
let them know what they need to do. 

“Illegal working has damaging social 
and economic consequences for the 
UK. It undercuts businesses that oper¬ 
ate within the law, undermines British 
workers and exploits migrant workers. 

“The message is clear for employers - 
we will not tolerate illegal working and 


we will take firm action against those 
who ignore the rules.” 

The 48-year-old restaurant worker 
was removed from the UK in June and 
the 47-year-old has an outstanding im¬ 
migration claim under consideration. If 
he is found to have no right to remain 
in the country he will also be deported. 

The agency said that every year it im¬ 
poses civil penalties on hundreds of 
companies which fail to carry out the 
necessary right-to-work checks on their 
staff and, in 2011, served more than 
1,100 penalty notices on employers, 
collecting nearly £7 million in penalty 
fines. 

The civil penalty scheme sits along¬ 
side the criminal offence of knowingly 
employing an illegal migrant worker. 
Prosecutions take place in cases where 
rogue employers knowingly and delib¬ 
erately use illegal migrant workers, 
often for personal financial gain. It car¬ 
ries a maximum custodial sentence of 
two years and/or an unlimited fine. 

Employers unsure of the steps they 
need to take to avoid employing illegal 
workers can visit the preventing illegal 
working section on the UK Border 
Agency’s website or they can call the 
employers helpline on 0300 123 4699.

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Volunteers bid to save therapy centre

THE STAFF and volun¬ 
teers at Special Horses for 
Special Children are ap¬ 
pealing for a philanthropist 
to save the life-changing 
work they are doing and 
have launched a rescue ap¬ 
peal after their founder 
reached breaking point last 
week. They have been 
given a two week window 
in which to find a benefac¬ 
tor or Special Horses will 
have to be closed down 
and the horses sold. 

The Weekender has fol¬ 


lowed Special Horses for 
Special Children since 
they set up in January last 
year at Scrapton Farm, 
Wadeford, near Chard. 
The centre won the Som¬ 
erset Chamber business of 
the year award last year. 
The equine therapy started 
out based on the “Horse¬ 
boy” method developed by 
Rupert Isaacson but has 
developed into much more 
than that and includes sen¬ 
sory work combined with 
horseplay, and simple cir¬ 


cus tricks with children 
(and recently a few young 
adults). The clients with 
autism, Aspergers syn¬ 
drome, neurologocal disor¬ 
ders and behavioural 
problems associated with 
everything from extreme 
bereavement, to bullying 
and family break up react 
well to contact with horses 
in this way. 

The results have been life 
changing, not only for the 


problem youngsters but for 
their siblings and parents 
who are often extremely 
stressed. 

Founder Filias Ahmeira 
was so passionate about 
setting up this centre that 
she has put all her time and 
money into getting it to the 
stage it has now reached, 
with more and more 
schools and fa mi lies lining 
up to bring their most diffi¬ 
cult cases that no one else 
will take. These are not just 
local families, some will 
drive up to six hours just to 
spend a half day at the cen¬ 
tre. Students with learning 
disabilities from Fufton 
College not only come 
there to ride but to work in 
the grounds. 

Their most recent success 
story is a nine-year-old 
called Kirstie who, in one 
month, has gone from 
throwing tables and chairs 
and constantly hitting her 
11-year-old sister, to being 
more compliant and able to 
ride on the train and dine 
out with her family without 
upset. 

Her family were on holiday 
in Dorset when they visited 
Special Horses and were so 
pleased with the result, they

drove the four hour round 
trip twice a week to see 
Filias and her team. 
Kirstie’s parents Fiona an 
Mike said they had tried 
everything and now they 
have some sense of nor¬ 
mality in their home they 
are desperate to see the 
centre stay open. 

Filias’ forward plan is to 
provide boot camps, week¬ 
ends or even whole weeks 
when families can stay in 
yurts onsite and not have 
to worry about a long 
drive for a few days. Stay¬ 
ing in accommodations 
such as B&Bs is out of the 
question when children 
have such extreme behav¬ 
iour. Often they are 


screaming, punching spit¬ 
ting and worse when they 
arrive but the contact with 
the horses calms them. 

For the last year Filias had 
been trying to get charita¬ 
ble status but due to the 
rules of the charity com¬ 
mission, a separate entity 
had to be created so the 
trustees would not take 
ownership of the farm 
which is also her family 
home. The Friends of Spe¬ 
cial Horses for Special 
Children was finally set up 
in June but accessing do¬ 
nations made to the charity 
to pay staff and expenses 
is a slow process. 

Cash flow had become so 
difficult that Filias hit cri¬ 


sis point last Thursday 
when she said the charity 
was too little too late and 
she would have to shut 
down. 

All the staff and volunteers 
have rallied around and 
are putting out a plea. 
They all say this work is 
too important to stop, there 
is nowhere else like this in 
the country, and even 
though most of them have 
already been offered jobs 
elsewhere on the back of 
the training they have re¬ 
ceived, they do not want to 
leave. 

There are plenty of plans 
for future fundraising but 
unless they get through 
their current crisis the 


horses will be sold and the 
whole operation lost for¬ 
ever. 

A lump sum injection is 
needed to see them 
through and they desper¬ 
ately need a benefactor. 
Talks have been going on 
in various directions be¬ 
hind the scenes all week 
and smaller donations 
have been coming in via 
the website but the staff 
are still hoping for a sav¬ 
iour before it is too late.

Beauty takes on the beast for charity 


DONNA Crocker-Higton from 
Serenity Hair and Beauty in Chard 
took on the challenge of England’s 
highest peak to raise money for the 
little known charity KartForce. 

KartForce is a charity that provides 
karting for injured troops. 

Dave Player, the founder, is an ex- 
Royal Engineer and together with 
wheelchair users designed hand con¬ 
trols that fit on any kart so drivers 
with injuries and disabilities can 
compete against non-injured drivers 
on a totally level playing field. 

The climb up Scafell Pike, the 
highest mountain in England at 978 
metres (3,209 ft) located in the Fake 
District National Park, in Cumbria, 
was organised by Carl 'Bear' Ran- 
dell-Eyre who had just left the Army 
after 22 years. 

Donna said: “I couldn’t believe the 
level of selflessness of Dave. He’s 
invested in a massive financial way 
and puts a lot of time into the charity. 
His work has changed lives, and 
given hope, drive and passion back 
to others. This drive and passion is 
infectious. 

“I was also looking for a personal 
challenge and started training 
straight away. Family and friends 
joined me and supported me in a 


massive way, the sponsors have been 
mind- blowing. 

“I joined a group of very dedicated 
fundraisers, the majority with their 
own injuries from service, there was 
no moan or wince of pain and strug¬ 
gle from any of them. This was a 
challenge for me with no injuries but 
these guys were phenomenal, they 
battled their own injuries to help oth¬ 
ers overcome theirs, this 
journeyfwas not only one of self¬ 
achievement, but was massively 
humbling.” 

At the same time as the challengers 
did their climb, Kartforce drivers, 
part funded by their sponsorship 
were on their first race of the season. 

Mr Player said: “So far over £2,500 
has been raised. With these funds 
KartForce immediately went about 
setting up a karting session for 12 in¬ 
jured troops from Headley Court, 
four of whom were double amputees. 

“From this introductory session, 
two lads decided they wanted to take 
up competitive karting, so the track 
was booked for a 1 hour coaching 
session. Within the first 30 minutes, 
as they learnt new driving skills, 
eight to 10 seconds were knocked off 
each lad’s lap times and by the end 
of the hour session they were only 


0.5 and one second short of the target 
lap times. 

“These two new lads raced for the 
first time against 35 teams of expe¬ 
rienced kart racers at Rye House 
Karting track.They both now have 
helmets and race suits, and their of¬ 
ficial MSA Karting Ficences, all 
funded by the donations raised by 
Donna and her friends. 

“I think it’s really important that 
Donna, Bear and the rest of the team 
that raised these funds know how 
their efforts have had such a massive 
positive impact. If it wasn’t for them 
and the people that made these dona¬ 
tions, these 12 injured lads would 
never have had the opportunity to get 
a taste of karting. And we wouldn’t 
have had the funds to fast-track two 
new lads to get them ready to enter 
their first competitive race.”

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Exciting archaeological find on Ham Hill 


THE SECOND year of fresh archae¬ 
ological digging at the Iron Age hill 
fort of Ham Hill proved eventful for 
the universities involved, together 
with local archaeologist Alan Gra¬ 
ham. 

Mr Graham, from Seavington, has 
been involved in several digs in the 
area over the years and was delighted 
with his finds on the hill. 

He was designated a trench on the 
western edge of the ancient hill fort 
and found an entrance to the ram¬ 
parts. 

He said it was sheer luck as he had 
chosen the spot because there were 
blackberry bushes just below the 
edge which he thought would break 
the fall of any student should they 
slip over. 

It was mainly the structure they 
were interested in, but there were a

few interesting artefacts - the most 
obvious being the iron head of a bal- 
lista bolt. 

The ballista was a highly accurate 
siege engine, made of wood and rope 
fashioned into a giant catapult on 
wheels, used to fire either rocks or 
javelin like bolts. 

Mr Graham said their research was 
to map out the position and size of 
the ramparts, and date them to tell 
people the story of what had been 
under their feet all these centruies. 

His trench showed the first defence 
was from the middle of the first cen¬ 
tury AD and the whole of the western 
ramparts had been covered by quarry 
spoil which actually helped to pre¬ 
serve them. 

They had been added to later, mak¬

ing them stronger and higher. 

The digging over eight weeks of 
the summer break revealed three 
courses of stone and three sides of a 
chamber or alcove built into the bank 
which would have been a guard 
chamber. 

Most of the bones they had found 
were of dogs, with sheep, goats, pigs, 
horses and possibly a human foot. 

The main area of digging was at the 
southern end of the hill where Har¬ 
vey Stone are currently quarrying. 
Because the whole hill is an ancient 
monument, each area must be inves¬ 
tigated before they can dig the stone. 

Cambridge University’s archaeol¬ 
ogy unit were brought in for the 
commercial dig and professor Neil 
Sharpies from Cardiff University, a 
specialist in hill forts, agreed some 
of his students could train on the 
rampart trenches, run by independ¬ 
ents like Mr Graham and paid for by 
the university. 

Cambridge University Outreach 
Officer Hayley Roberts said that 
Ham Hill was the largest hill fort in 
the country which many people were 
unaware of because so much was un¬ 
derground. 

Another stroke of luck led to the 
discovery of the wall of a round¬ 
house. 

Ms Roberts said: “It is incredibly 
well preserved. Normally you don’t 
get walls in this part of the country; 
all we usually find are the drip lines. 

“It’s extremely exciting because 
the floor layers are preserved. This is 


probably the earliest building made 
of hamstone.” 

Unfortunately the dig had a time 
limit of eight weeks and because the 
discovery came five weeks in, they 
were told to go no further with the 
excavation and will return to it next 
summer. 

Although there were guided tours 
of the excavations throughout the 
work, Ms Roberts admitted it was a 
pity that their work was always dur¬ 
ing the holidays when school parties 
could not be involved. 

The larger excavation with test pits 
had revealed an area surrounded by 
a large ditch and bank. Two large 
post holes were found suggesting an 
enclosure and the area was identified 


as a Bronze Age field system which 
was used into the Iron Age. 

The lack of significant finds in the 
test trenches suggested a possible 
animal enclosure although they had 
found three bodies buried at different 
points around the outer ditch - a 
woman, infant and foetus which was 
an interesting find as burial was not 
the norm in the Iron Age. 

Next summer will be the last of the 
three year schedule and the team 
have high hopes for their special dis¬ 
covery. 

Mr Graham will also be re-opening 
his rampart trench for further inves¬ 
tigation and hopes local people will 
take advantage of this privileged 
glimpse into their past.

THEATRE SHOW! V PETERBOROUGH' comes to Yeovil 


The 'Misfits' actor talks to Marine Theatre Artistic Director Tim Bell 


Why did you decide to go into act¬ 
ing? 

I HAVE no idea! I must have had a 
screw loose, but it's just what I always 
wanted to do! I started a Saturday 
drama club when I was 11, and loved 
it. I guess it all just grew from there. 

Were you inspired by theatre and 
film when you were young? 

MORE so film, if I'm being completely 
honest. I loved James Bond films and I 
thought Sean Connery was awesome. 
I didn't get into theatre until a little 
later and that's when I became ob¬ 
sessed with Olivier, Gielgud and all the 
greats. 

Did you take part in school plays? 

YES, a few. But I was pretty awful when 
I was young! Very wooden and I was 
more concerned with what my hair 
looked like than my performance. I 
was a typical teenage boy and was 
fairly convinced that acting in the 
school play wasn't cool. 

Is acting in the family genes? 

MY family all work in TV but they are 
all behind the camera, but I suppose 
'showbusiness' is in the genes a bit! 

You trained at RADA. What was the 
highlight of your drama school 
days? And you favourite college 
role? 


I LOVED just being surrounded by 
people who were as passionate about 
theatre and film as I am. And I enjoyed 
the discipline it taught me. Up until I 
went to RADA, I was quite lazy and 
thought that I could just wing it. But 
you can't wing it at RADA. My 
favourite role was John Hinckley in 
Stephen Sondheim's'Assassins'. It's a 
brilliantly funny and dark musical for 
people that hate musicals (like me!) 

You played a part in the hit TV series 
Misfits ? Can you tell us a bit about 
your character and why you think 
the show was such a success? 

I THINK Misfits is a great show be¬ 
cause it doesn't patronise younger 
viewers and doesn't make out that 
kids are either saints or villains; the 
characters are sometimes both and I 
think that's what makes them both 
very appealing and very human. I 
played a very unpleasant running 
coach with a dark secret. It was great 
fun! I love playing bad guys. 

I ¥ Peterborough has just been to 
the Edinburgh Fringe Festival. 
What was it like for you as an actor? 

It was my first Fringe Festival and 
Edinburgh was a fantastic experience, 
but we had a very hectic time. I en¬ 
joyed it immensely, but after a month 
I was ready to return to normality! 


Luckily, the audiences seemed to re¬ 
ally respond to the play and feedback 
was great. That's a testament to Joel 
Horwood's brilliant writing. 

After visiting a few regional venues, 
you'll be taking the show to the 
Soho Theatre in London. Are you ex¬ 
cited about that? 

I LOVE the Soho and we're very ex¬ 
cited to be going there, but we love 
this play so much that we would per¬ 
form it in a cattle shed and be happy!
